Statistical  changes  arc,  of  course,  to  bo  expected  of  one  year 
from  its  prodesossor,  but  these  changes  have  not  boon  dramatic  in  improvement 
or  reverse  excepting  for  two  items  - rehousing  progress  and  nuality  of 
imported  Irish  ^"eat. 

The  total  Rateable  Value  has  varied  from  £234?S77  to 
£238,405  with  a Penny  R,ato  productivity  increase  from  £367  to  £397. 

Total  Dvulling  houses,  formerly  3,4^3  nou  number  3,439, 

The  Salient  points  made  by  the  Senior  Public  Healtn  Inspector 
relative  to  housing  arc  surely  that  no  nev  houses  were  completed  during 
the  year,-  that  95  more  families  applied  for  rehousing  upon  the  142  already 
on  the  list,  and  that  after  rehousings  and  cancellations  ther^  still  remained 
166  on  the  list  at  the  turn  of  the  year,  and  that  figure  does  not  include 
those  62  families  living  in  declared  clearance  areas.  Otheruiso  the  summation 
would  presumably  be  0V‘:r  200. 

As  I have  pointed  out  in  an  earlier  year  the  rehousing  of  a 
family  docs  not  produce,  in  the  average  instance,  merely  a raised  standard 
in  that  families  well  being  during  the  following  couple  of  years,  but 
progressively  so  over  a much  longer  period  of  improvement,  ~,his  being 
particularly  reflected  in  school  attenders  as  I hnow  from  the  first  hand 
experience  of  school  medical  examinations  in  Holyhead  as  to  '.t  least  90^ 
of  scholars  (Prim.ary  and  Secondary)  since  1947, 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  mid  year  estimate  your 
population  after  allowances  for  births  and  deaths  has  remained  static  at 
10,650.  The  Birth  Rato  after  a slight  rise  to  23.6  has  fal?.en  to  the 
earlier  figure  of  two  years  ago  of  22,2  and  as  such  compares  respectively 
with  these  currently  reflected  by  Anglesey  at  19.5  and  of  England  and 
Males  at  17.7.  • ' 

Since  1957  your  birth  rate  has  been  consistently  higher  than 
those  of  both  Anglesey  and,  England  and  Males  and  such  must  be  thought  of 
in  terms  of  annual  future  housing  demands  unless  the  labour  force  of  the 
not  so  distant  future  exports  itself. 

On  the  other  hand  the  corrected  Death  Rate  has  dramatically 
fallen  from  the  prcc.-'ding  15.74  to  the  current  13.63  and  as  such  com.parcs 
with  respectively  that  for  Anglesey  of  12.2  and  fpr  England  and  Males  of  11.0. 
The  total  nujnber  of  death  occurences  (male  and  female  together)  have  fallen 
from  175  to  155  but  the  earlier  dramatic  increase  in  male  deaths  has  not  been 
maintained,  there  having  been  now  nine  fewer  male  than  female  occurences. 
Coronary  heart  disease  accounting  for  only  5 male  fatalities  two  years  ago, 
and  21  the  follordng  year,  hilled  only  I4  men  in  the  current  year.  The 
Malignant  group  of  diseases  accounted  for  33  deaths  of  which  3 were  due  to 
lung  cancer  (7  male  and  1 female).

It  may  bf'  r^collocted  that,  in  ray  last  years  report  I referred  to 
the  amount  of  diseased  meat  originating  in  Eire  .and  landed  at  Holyhead. 

I'Our  att.ention  is  particularly  invited  to  that  part  of  the  report  of  the 
Senior  Public  Health  that  deals  with  this  subject.  It  will  be-  noted  that 
of  carcaso  meat,  no  less  than  Si,.  5^  of  c^attlc  (100^  of  cows)  v;as  found 
by  him  to  bo  diseased  (excepting  tuberculosis)  - that  is  to  Scay  81.5%  of 
590  cattle  carc.as.'S  imported. 

Fith  no  apology  for  repetition,  but  merely  to  emphazise  the 
picture,  the  recent  years  figures  have  boon;-

He  also  states  that  nc  less  than  11,500  cattle  livestock  i/oro 
landed.  As  it  is  surely  logical  to  apply  that  81,5%  of  carcase  disease 
to  the  livestock,-  then  the  average  amount  of  diseased  meat  entering  this 
country  at  Holyhead  must  be  considerable  and  one  would  vm.sh  to  believe 
had  been  noticed  by  the  respective  Ministries,  particularly  in  viev;  of  the 
importance  of  Eire  as  a food  producer  for  thvO  United  Kingdom,  the  more  so 
wore  any  calamity  to  occur  to  the  l.'vestock  indigenous  to  this  country. 
Diseased  sheep  carcase  neat  has  risi,;".  from  1.5%  in  19^4  to  the  current 
l8.7%o

Camping  and  caravaning  are  not  a problem  in  the  Urban  District  and  the 
practice  previously  observed  for  vehicles  to  be  illicitly  parked  overnight  in  the 
Promenade  area  is  on  the  increase  to  such  an  extent  that  the  matter  was  considered 
by  the  Council  in  September  with  the  resiolt  that  joint  meetings  were  held  i,vith  the 
Officials  of  the  County  Planning  Department  and  the  Valley  Rural  District  Council 
to  discuss  this  develc^ment . The  Car  Park  on  the  Beach  is  not  equipped  or

Smoke  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  is  not  the  public  health  problem  that  it 
is  in  the  indias trial  areas  and  there  is  nov7  no  chronic  source  of  smoke  nuisance  other 
than  that  from  domestic  chimneys. 

Two  random  smoke  observations  were  made  on  tvro  ships  in  the  Harbo\ar 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Dark  Smoke  (Pennitted  Periods)  (Vessels)  Regulations, 
1938,  v/hich  prohibit  the  emission  of  black  smoke  for  more  than  three  minutes  in  the 
aggregate  in  any  period  of  thirty  minutes.

Unsound  food  was  examined  at  12  premises  and  27  visits  were  made  for  this 
purpose,  and  428  visits  were  made  to  102  premises  for  observa.tion  purposes,  and  to 
advise  on  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  "the 
Pood  Hygiene  (General)  RegiiLations,  I96O, 

Two  food  stores  were  persuaded  to  discontinue  selling  paraffin  but  the 
origin  of  intennittenjk  complaints  of  petrol  funes  at  two  other  premises  are  still 
a mystery. 


The  holders  of  food  stalls  at  the  Market  Hall  were  provided  with  male  and 
female  sanitary  conveniences,  hot  and  cold  water  vdLth  sink  and  wash-basin  facilities 
in  a conveniently  assessible  position  within  the  hall . 

A new  gas-fired  frying  range  was  ijostalled  in  one  fried  fish  and  chip  shop 
which  was  also  redecorated.  Two  other  premises  were  provided  vd.th  new  solid  floors 
and  redecorated. 

Complaints  ahout  meals  in  cafes  have  a habit  of  being  related  to,  dis- 
satisfaction about  the  cost  and/or  conduct  of  staff  generally  under  provocation. 

One  visitor  alleged  that  she  was  served  ^vith  a blue-bottle  as  part  of  a meal  of 
plaice,  chips  and  peas  and  overcharged  by  3d.  It  v\ras  not  possible  to  establish  the 
facts  amongst  a welter  of  conflicting  versions  of  the  same  incident  but  the  opinion 
was  hazarded  that  perhaps  the  foreign  matter  which  was  not  available  for  examination 
v/as  burnt  batter  as  it  was  not  blue-bottle  weather  at  the  time.  Another  incident 
where  the  Police  were  called  in  cn  a Sa.turday  evening  had  to  do  vd-th  an  alleged  unfit 
beef  steak  in  a meal  of  chips  and  peas.  The  meal  was  available  for  examination  and 
the  highly  seasoned  stealc  was  found  most  appetising  and  it  was  thought  that  perhaps 
the  source  of  the  trouble  v/as  that  f;mds  v/ere  low  when  it  came  to  paying  for  the  meal 
after  a convival  afternoon  at  an  adjacent  licensed  premises.

There  is  con.  increr-.sing  o.w^jreness  on  the  p','.rt  oi"  the  public  which  is  welcomed 
regc’jrding  the  condition  of  food  exposed  for  snle  roid  which  on  closer  exojninnticn  nfter 
purchase  the  purchaser  thiiiks  a second  opinion  is  desirable.  The  vendor  o.s  a rule  is 
not  deliberately  seeking  to  sell  something  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser  but  in 
all  these  cases  a little  extra  c,are  vrauld  have  retained  a satisfied  customer. 


A complaint  a.bout  .an  alleged  unsound  half  pound  of  pork  luncheon  men.t  wr.s 
clecr'ly  a case  of  the  quantity  having  been  imade  up  of  uno.ttra.ctive  pieces  of  meat  in 
a perfectly  sound  condition  and  the  vendor  undertook  restitution  when  the  matter  was 
brought  to  his  notice. 


Another  ca.se  on  which  considerable  thought  w.s  exercised  concerned  ca  ready 
ma.de  sixpenny  trifle  composed  of  jelly,  cust;ard,  c.ake  and  synthetic  creajn  which  was 
brought  to  the  office  in  a ho,lf  consumed  condition.  The  complica.ted  circumst.anccs 
here  were  fully  investigated  with  the  help  of  the  Public  Ana-.lyst  and  the  wholesaler 
and  the  opinion  wr.s  finally  re.a.ched  that  the  trifle  was  probably  on  the  point  of 
turning  soior  when  sold  by  the  reta.iler  and  ho  was  v/‘^janed  of  the  seriousness  of  selling 
fOv.d  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser.  This  kind  of  food  is  highly  perishable  raid  is 
quickly  influenced  by  storage  tempera.ture  and  demands  a.  quick  s,a.le  and  refrigerated 
storage  facilities  .and  it  is  hoped  that  the  retailer  in  this  instance  vd.ll  in  future 
exercise  tho.t  little  extra^  cane  which  a.lwa.ys  seems  so  reasonable  to  take  in  retrospect. 

Nine  premises  were  found  to  be  a.ffected  by  draina^ge  or  sewerage  trouble  and 
a.ttention  vns  given  to  ten  mouse  inf esta.t ions,  nine  rat  infestatiorn  (nd  three  ant 
infestations . 

iULK  COMOL 

During  the  yean  53  saonples  of  Untreated  Milk  were  tested  .and  all  the  saonples 
obtained  from  five  producer/ret  oilers  were  satisfactory  and  only  two  sajnples  from 
one  failed  to  satisfy  the  prescribed  test  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
Regulations,  i960  and  the  remaining  produc er/r et oiler , had  five  samples  declared 
unsatisfactory  and  this  is  over  half  the  samples  obtained  from  him  and  this  case  has 
been  referred  to  the  Divisional  Milk  Officer  for  attention. 

The  Untreated  Milk  retailed  in  the  tovm  by  five  producer/retailers  was  also 
submitted  three  times  to  the  biological  test  for  tubercle  bacilli  and  brucella 
infection  and  the  fifteen  samples  were  reported  to  be  free  of  infection.  One  producer/ 
retailer  ceased  to  operate  during  the  year  and  one  new  producer/retailer  conraenced 
distribution  .and  both  these  retailers  v^rere  sampled  once  with  negative  results. 

The  increasing  use  of  penicillin  to  combat  mastitis  has  led  to  the 
introduction  of  the  Anti-biotic  Test  as  a routine  safeguard  against  the  consumption 
of  milk  containing  traces  of  the  drug  vdiich  might  be  prejudicial  to  the  consumer. 

The  milk  of  six  produc er/retailers  was  sampled  dinaing  the  year  for  this  pixrpose  in 
May  and  September  when  the  risk  is  greatest  and  all  twelve  samples  were  reported  as 
satisfactory  as  also  was  the  single  sample  obtained  from  the  remaining  producer/ 
retailer  who , commenced  business  after  May. 


ICE  CREAM  CONTROL 

In  the  tables  below  detamls  core  given  of  the  results  of  testing  138  samples 
of  ice  cream  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  during  the  period  January  to 
December.  There  v/as  one  locai  raanufact'urer  using  the  Hot  Mix  Method  and  there  were 
forty-four  non-manufact'uring  retadlers  supplied  by  fo^ur  vdiolosale  manufacturers 
operating  on  a national  or  regional  basis  who  retailed  varapped  pre-pasked  ice  cream 
only.

The  Public  Herilth  Lo.bore.tory  Service  recommends  that  owing  to  the  numerous 
factors  governing  the  hygienic  q-uality  of  ice  cream,  it  is  unwise  to  poy  too  much 
attention  to  the  bacteriological  results  of  any  single  sample.  It  is  suggested  that 
50^  of  a vendor’s  samples  should  fa,ll  into  Grade  1,  80%  into  Gra.de  1 or  2,  and  not 
more  than  20%  into  Grade  3,  and  none  into  Grade  4. 


Itinerant  Retailers 


Pour  itinerant  retailers  operating  from  premises  outside  the  urban  area  were 
observed  within  the  district  from  time  to  time  and  due  to  the  erratic  nature  of  their 
movements  which  means  that  they  have  to  be  sought  in  the  evenings,  and  very  often  then 
without  success,  it  v/as  only  possible  to  obtain  foinTteen  samples  of  ice  cream  of  which 
nine  were  classed  in  Gra.de  1,  two  in  Grade  2 ajnd  three  in  Grade  3» 

Soft  Ice  Cream 

The  marked  improvement  demonstrated  in  19^4  19^5  fke  commodity 

retailed  by  the  one  itinerant  retailer  of  soft  ice  cream  based  within  the  urban 
district  wa^s  not  continued  during  the  year  with  one  sample  being  classed  in  Grade  1 
and  two  in  Grade  3.

reported  as  being  infected .
